Rafi Levy, the Interior Ministry's 
former Jerusalem district represen- 
tative, was convicted yesterday on 
nine of the 11 charges brought 
against him, including gold-smug- 
gling, bribe-taking, blackmail and 
breach of trust. 

The maximum sentence for bribe- 
taking is seven years in prison, and 
three years for breach of trust. 
Levy, 64, was convicted on two 
counts of the former and five counts 
of the latter.

Health fund MDs’ sanctions go on 
as ministers keep on meeting

Doctors at Kupat Holim Clalit 
hospitals decided last night to con- 
tinue their sanctions because the 
health fund management has failed 
to implement the overtime agree- 
ment it signed with them last No- 
vember. But as ἃ “gesture” to the 
ministerial committee on the hospi- 
tal crisis, which is “making intensive 
efforts to find a solution,” the union 
promised not to increase its sanc- 
tions for the time being.

agree with this forecast. 

Such expectations have aroused 
fears in the business community that 
some 15 companies registered in the 
Tel Aviv Stock Exchange will go 
under. Analysts in financial compa- 
nies have pointed out that bankrupt- 
cies will not result from the stable 
exchange rate. Rather, they will 
stem from faulty management and a 
large volume of liabilities relative to 
companies’ own capital. 

But the same analysts remarked 
that many other firms are facing dif- 
ficulties and operating losses, with- 
out being threatened by immediate 

ptcy. Because of the fixed 
exchange rate, their revenues are 
stagnant, but their costs are rising.

The name of the man was not 
- available last night. 

The most violent clashes occurred 
in the Tulkarm area where, accord- 
ing to Arab sources, at least seven 
pupils were injured, two of them 
seriously. A curfew was clamped on 
Tulkarm and the nearby refugee 
camp in the afternoon. From early 
morning, the city was the scene of 
riots by rock-throwing pupils, and 
there was general unrest during 
which roadblocks were set up. The 
army dispersed the demonstrators 
with tear gas and rubber bullets. 

Sources in the Civil Administra- 
tion said yesterday that the active 
participation of pupils in the demon- 
strations could bring about another 
closure of elementary and high 
schools in the West Bank, 

In anticipation of unrest in the 
Gaza Strip yesterday, the IDF com- 
mand there went on the offensive,

Berglas said that if the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip had not been occu- 
pied in 1967, their GNPs would have 
not been as high as they are now. 
We can fook at Jordan — not to 
mention Egypt —to discover that the 
Palestinians have gained, Bergias 
said. But, Berglas noted, that has 
nothing to do with the focal people's 
wishes. And even now, their GDP 
per capita is still less than 25 per cent 
of the Israeli level. 


ZAKAI, an economic expert on the 
occupied territories, said that the 
intifada is basically opposed to the 
interests of economically powerful 
Palestinians. The population in the 
territories has enjoyed substantial 
economic growth after the first 
boom years. The hidden unemploy- 
ment in traditional Arab societies 
has also been obliterated. 

Arabs in the tertitories have chan- 
nelled their sudden . accumulated 
savings into housing, a traditional 
sector, and a lot into education and 
health. That was also a way to run 
away from the inflation imported 
from Israel. At the same time. the 
territories have enjoyed access to 
high technology. While the Arabs in 
the West Bank have thé nity 
to choose between Israe] and Jor- 
dan, according to economic devel- 
opments in each country or in the 
Gulf, the Palestinians in the Gaza 
βαρ have no alternative but to 
work in Israel. 

The Central Bureau of Statistic 
‘figures show that during the past 15 
years, the level of education has ris- 
en dramatically in the occupied ter- 
ritories. While in 1970 only 0.9 per 
cent of the people in the West Bank 
had 13 years or more of schooling, 
and in the Gaza Suip the percentage 
was almost negtigible, in 1985 about 
10.1 per cent of West Bankers and 
10.6 per cent of Gazans had that 
level of schooling. Since the Pales- 
tinians have no real financial system 
encouraging them to save, the peo- 
ple have channeled their excess

THE ULTIMATE question facing the Palestinians 
after half a year of revolt is not what tactic or form 
the uprising will now take, but whether its initial 
success can be translated into tangible political 
achievements. 

The Palestinians have gained an undeniable 
emotional boost from their infifada; won worid- 
wide sympathy while weakening Israel's position; 
raised the moral and material cost of the occupa- 


‘ tion for Israel: put their issue at the centre of the 


Arab summit in Algiers; and brought U.S. Secre- 
tary of State George Shultz to the region four 
times. 

The apparent failure of the Shultz mission, how- 
ever, has demonstrated how little the uprising has 
done to change the positions of the involved parties 
or bring them closer to a constructive solution. 

There still seems to be no positive agenda for the 
uprising. Leading Palestinians from the territories, 
following cues from the PLO, have refused to meet 
with Shultz during his visits to the area, and no new 
Palestinian diplomatic formula has emerged from 
the unrest, aside from fundamental demands for an 
end to occupation and an independent Palestinian 
state. 

Tn the words of Ehud Ya'ari, Arab affairs analyst 
for Israeli Television: “Τῆς uprising carries on, not 
knowing precisely what it wants, but knowing that 
it wants to continue.” 

Six months after the start of their uprising, the 
Palestinians in the territories seem no closer to 
achieving their political goals. The uprising may 
weil be at a crossroads at which Palestinians mi 
decide whether they should follow a policy of ra 
tinued protest for its own sake or link the protest to 
practical political initiative. 
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PRIME MINISTER Yitzhak Sha- 
mir walked into the United Nations 
General Assembly on Tuesday sur- 
rounded by a large entourage of Is- 
raeli diplomats and political aides. 
Among them were Ambassador to 
the United States Moshe Arad, Act- 
ing UN Ambassador Johanan Bein, 
Cabinet Secretary Eliyakim Rubin- 
stein, media adviser Ai Pazner, Di- 
aspora Affairs Adviser Harry Hur- 
witz and the director-general of the 
Prime Minister's Office. Yosef Ben- 
Aharon. 

In fact, there were so many Israeli 
officials that they spilled over into 
the area reserved for the neighbour- 
ing Irish delegation, which only had 
one delegate present. 

Shamir was also joined at the 
United Nations and throughout his 
four-day visit to New York by Ehud 
Olmert, the savvy Likud MK who 
came to the U.S. to help the prime 
minister raise funds for the upcom- 
ing election campaign. 

Olmert, a frequent guest on 
American television interview pro- 
grammes, is clearly ἃ political asset, 
although former Ambassador to the 
United States Moshe Arens and for- 
mer UN Ambassador Benjamin Ne- 
tanyahu are even better known to 
the American Jewish community. 
They, too, have been very effective 
in recent months in raising money 
for the Likud. 

Shamir himself does not ask for 
money for the party's campaign cof- 
fers. “He never discusses it,” insist- 
ed Olmert, implying that such a re- 
quest would demean the prime 
minister's dignity. 

Pazner agreed that the prime min- 
ister is not involved in any political 
fundraising whatsoever. When Sha- 
mir meets with friends and support- 


ers, they discuss the life-and-death 
issues facing Israel, Pazner said; 
Shamir never asks for money. He 
leaves that to Olmert and other po- 
litical associates. 

Olmert, in an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post, said that this year 
the Likud will have to raise funds 
“in the millions,” although he de- 
clined to say exactly how much. He 
is by no means coy or em! 
about his mission. In fact, he seems 
quite proud of it. 

“The Labour Party,” he said, 
“has been doing it for 40 years. 
Should we just stand...and do noth- 
ing? That would leave us without 
means to fight for what we believe 
in. If Jews in America want to help 
me and they agree with my views 
about the future of Israel, why not?

Arens sounding off 


THE LIKUD'S loudest broadsides 
against the Alignment lately have 
come from Minister-without-Portfo- 
lio Moshe Arens. 

Not from Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir; not from the regular party 
thunderers like Deputy Premier and 
Housing Minister David Levy or Ln- 
dustry and Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon. 

Levy and Sharon are taking a 
back seat just now, letting Arens 
grab the microphone, it seems. They 
are getting fewer headlines, and are 
not making so much noise. The two 
are much busier than Arens, with 

arty deadlines. As heads of minor- 
ity blocs, they have more to win or 
lose. 

June 29 is the first deadline when 
the Likud Herut wing's “panel” of 
35 is to be chosen. On July 7 the 
“clusters” of seven are to be chosen. 
So Levy and Sharon now have less 
time to push the election campaign 
along. occupied as they are with 
looking after their followers’ inter- 
ests and their followers’ representa- 
tion in the panel of 35, of whom 30 
can hope to get into the next 
Knesset. 

Arens this week accused Defence 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin and the La- 
bour Party of dealing a severe blow 
to the country’s security and causing 
“tragedy” in the defence industries. 
Had Levy or Sharon fired salvos 
against Rabin as explosive as these, 
the common reaction would have 
been to dismiss the charges as main- 
ly desigaed to enhance their stand- 
ing inside Herut. 

Arens still enjoys enough credit 
not to be labeled that way as off- 
handedly as are Levy and Sharon. 

Be that as it may, he considers 
that one of his jobs as chairman of 
the Likud election campaign head- 
quarters is to be principal campaign 
spokesman. He is sounding off a lot, 
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it seems, on the principle that the 
public will assess the Likud’s image 
largely through the statements of its 
campaign chairman. And he wants 
to set the tone. 


Shamir is said to have picked 
Arens, rather than Levy or Sharon, 
because he was best calculated to 
appeal to various groups of floating 
voters, as well as to those newly 
converted to the right wing. Shamir 
believed that Arens would be more 
attractive to certain intellectuals, 
defence-industry workers made re- 
dundant, Israeli Arabs for whom 
Arens had previously been responsi- 
ble in the cabinet, and more.

FOR YEARS, Shaki. who is a pro- 
fessor of law at Tel Aviv University 
as well as an MK, was on the board

ALL THIS SAID, Shaki is at pains 


. to demonstrate that he doesn’t de- 


serve the obscurantist, narrow- 
minded Orthodox image the press 
has foisted on him. After three years 
in a Haifa boarding yeshiva, Shaki 
was educated at the Alliance Fran- 
caise junior high school (ages 13-16) 
in Safad, where, he proudly notes, 
he was “the best pupil in the whole 
Alliance Francaise network in Isra- 
el. There 1 learned my French and 
my English..I love French. I still 
read in French and English, and He- 
brew, of course. And [ am a finent 
and good public speaker in French 
and English.” 

Later, for a year, Shaki attended 
a “concentrated” religious teachers 
training seminary in Jerusalem's 
Bayit Vegan neighbourhood. “I was 
lucky to have as teachers an eminent 
group: Yeshayahu Leibowitz, his sis- 
ter, Nehama Leibowitz [who taught 
Bible], ‘Hillel Ben-Sasson [Jewisn

history], Ephraim Urbach [Jewish 
.philosophy} and Ernst Simon. I re- 
ceived high marks from all of 
them.” 

Shaki, “without wanting to ap- 
pear conceited,” emerged from the 
year, and from his father’s tutelage. 
with a good grounding in Western 
philosophy: “There is no important 
philosopher, ancient, medieval and 
modem, whom I don’t know — Pla- 
to, Socrates, Kant.” 

But best of all. Shaki loved and 
loves Maimonides, “the greatest 
Jewish philosopher.” Once on 
track, he will speak about him'seem- 
ingly without hesitation or end, un- 
less interrupted. Some months ago, 
Shaki proposed that the Knesset de- 
vote an hour to commemorating the 
850th anniversary of Maimonides. 
“But they turned down the propos- 
al." Shaki says that Maimonides 
“gave Judaism a philosophical sy- 
tem. He also put method in the Ha- 
lacha. Maimonides mastered the 
ae and Greek philosophies of his 

Shaki acknowledges that some of 
Maimonides’s books were banned 
by his Jewish contemporaries, and 
are still banned as heretical or too

Ministry, the Prime Minister's Of- 
fice and the Interior Ministry, would 
meet and remove one of the 10 
members of the Yerobam religious 
council and name Lea Shakdiel in 
his place. 

“Then I will have no alternative.

council,” he said. “Perhaps there

“quest a rehearing of the case, with a 


panel of five justices, but that 
wouldn't have accomplished any- 
thing. They still would have decided 
the same way.” 

Hammer smiled broadly when it 
was put to him that those who know 
him say that he was quite happy with 
the High Court's decision, which 
forced him to appoint Lea Shakdiel, 
despite the opposition of the chief 


‘rabbis. But he would not comment 


directly. 

“I very much want women to be 
part of public ‘life as much as is 
halachically possible, and I had un- 
derstood from some rabbis that [for 
a woman to be a member of a reli- 
gious council] was within Halacha. 
On the other hand. I knew that it 
would make difficulties because the 
chief rabbis were not happy, and it is 
hard for a religious council to func- 
tion without the cooperation of the 
chief rabbis.“ 

For that matter, it was also impor- 
tant for the religious affairs minister 
to have the cooperation of the chief 
rabbis. 

It was these factors, he said, 
which had led him to put forward bis 
own suggestion that women’s com- 
mittees be formed to supplement 
the religious councils. True, there 
had been those who ridiculed the 
idea and suggested that the women’s 
committees would be a sort of 
“women’s balcony,” but that was 
not the point. 


FOR HAMMER, his proposal was 
part of a general tendency, which 
has seen a steady but gradual change 
in the religious sphere. The right of 
women to vote, religious studies for 
girls, and for that matter, secular 
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open-minded, in many yeshivot. 
“But he never went outside Juda- 
ism. It is shameful that the Knesset 
did not mark the anniversary -- as 
did many non-Jewish universities 
around the world. The opposition to 
this, which was narrow-minded, was 
partly to do with fears of enhancing 
the image of Orthodox Jewry.” 

Shaki's familiarity with Western 
culture is not limited to philoso- 
phers. He mentions. among his ~fa- 
vourites, Sophocles, Euripides and 
Victor Hugo. | consider Byron the 
greatest lyrical poet. I um very 
knowledgeable about Shakespeare 
(as much as a non-expert can be). I 
also read Camus and Sartre, if only 
in order to be able to take issue with 
their existentialist views. I under- 
stand their attitudes. even if these 
contradict Judaism.” 

We tum to Hebrew writers and 
Shaki mentions Uri Zvi Greenberg 
(the Revisionist poet). and then Bia- 
lik. Moving forward in time, he 
names “Moshe Shamir, Haim Guri 
and Natan Alterman." 

All Greater Israel supporters? 
“Yes. of course.” Shaki then adds 
A.B. Yehoshua and Amos Oz - 
“with whom, of course, 1 have dif- 
ferences" -- as the two “best” con- 
temporary Hebrew novelists. He 
also puts in a very good word for 
Aharon Megged. 

Shaki quickly sidetracks my ques- 
tion about “plays and films.” 


HIS SPEAKING talent, which 
Shaki praises fulsomely, comes, he 
says, from his father, a member of 
the Safad rabbinical council and "ἃ 
great preacher” and “thinker.” His 
father often went. on behalf of Sa- 
fad yeshivot, on fund-raising tours 
in North Africa ~ Morocco, Egypt. 
Tunisia. 

Shaki comes from a “long line of 
heads of the Safad rabbinical 
court.” From his father's side, as he 
repeatedly states. he is “a fifth gen- 
eration™ sabra. The family hailed 
from Turkey. His matemal grand- 
parents came to Palestine from 
Morocco. 

Shaki repeatedly rails against 
journalists and press photographers 
who have “tricked” him and done 
him dirty. “My problem is I am .oo 
trusting, I believe in people. This 
photographer tells me. ‘No, don't 
take off that coat, you look good in 
it.” And then the photo appears, 
with me looking like a rain-coated 
tuffian from the SS. This [the pho- 
tographer's action] was the height of 
human mendacity.” (The Post's 
photographer has a hard time of it. 
Shaki is especially difficult about 
close-ups, which he fears will “dis- 
tort” his image.) He also lets off 
steam against a reporter who mis- 
quoted him about “Polish Jews’ He- 
brew pronunciation.” 

From the age of 13, Shaki gave 

rivate lessons to fellow pupils — in 
rench, Hebrew and Talmud. Be- 


studiés for boys, are all accepted as 
a matter of course today, although 
all had been rejected at one time by 
the religious authorities. 

In any event, his prime concern 
was to prevent the separation of reli- 
gion and state or an open clash be- 
tween the Supreme Court and the 
rabbinical courts. Perhaps even this 
confrontation could have been 
avoided, he said, if there had been 
more of a dialogue with the chief 
rabbis. 

He had felt ali along that it was 
important for women to participate 
in religious life, but it was most im- 
portant, he said, that both the deci- 
sion concerning Lea Shakdiel and 
that which admitted women to the

election panel to choose the chief 
tabbi of Tel Aviv not be seen as a 
war against the religions establish- 
ment, either by non-religious wom- 
en or by defiant religious women. 

Some said that the decision to al- 

‘low a woman to be a member of a 
religious council would lead to a de- 
mand for women rabbis, or women 
dayanim (rabbinical court judges). 
but, Hammer said, he did not see 
this as necessarily true at all. 

Nor was the issue such ἃ crucial 
one. He said it would be far worse if 
the High Court had opened the door 
for blanket recognition of Reform 
conversions on a mass scale or had 
taken matters such as marriage and 
divorce out of the hands of the 
rabbinate. 

Hammer rejected the idea that 
the adamant opposition of the Chief 
Rabbinate to the participation of 
women indicated a swing of the pen- 
dulum to the right, a srowing reli- 
gious extremism within the national 
religious camp. 

Only recently, he said, he had 

- participated in the 59th anniversary 
celebrations of his school in Haifa. 
Haifa, he said, had been known as 
“Red Haifa,” for its leftist orienta-

tween yeshiva and teachers semi- 
nary, Shaki served a year or so in 
1948 in the IDF. He was an educa- 
tion officer. “They realized 1 could 
talk well. T suppose.” 

Afterwards, Shaki -- aged only 19 
~ began teaching Talmud and He- 
brew, and then quickly moved on to 
university, studving law at the He- 
brew University. “For the first three 
months, [ was so poor I slept in the 
backs of buses. In exchange for a 
chocolate bar every Friday. the 
guard at the Epged depot in Jerusa- 
lem [off Jaffa street] would let us 


in.” The other “bus-sleeper” was 
Ζνὶ Evron, a fellow Safadite, who 
became a professor at New York 
State University in Albany, before 
dying in a car crash. 

“T came in first in the entrance 
exams for the Hebrew University 
and, upon finishing my degree, was 
asked to become an instructor.” 
Shaki then did a Ph.D. at the He- 
brew University, in private interna- 
tional law - which remains his ex- 
pertise. He stresses that he spent a 
year at this time in Queens College, 
Cambridge. “I received my degree

tion, but even then his school had 
had separate classes for girls and 
boys. 


NOR, he added, as the interview 
veered toward the realm of practical 
politics, did the recent elections in 
the NRP indicate that the party was 
swinging toward religious extrem- 
ism. Though there is a greater sensi- 
tivity to “Tora Judaism.” as a result 
of the influence of hesder yeshivot 
and yeshiva high schools, the NRP 
vote was far more ἃ question of the 
politics of right and left, or to be 
even more specific hawkish and dov- 
ish views of foreign policy. 

Within the NRP of today. Ham- 
mer is viewed - and tends to view 
himself - as something of a dove. 
even though jt was Hammer himself 
who was one of thase who led the 
party toward its turn to the right 
following the Six Day War. Today, 
he sees himself as the “moderate” 
partner. paired with the “right- 
wing” Shaki. 

The main thrust of the party re- 
mains the combined aims of Zion- 
ism and Tora. Party members may 
be more or Jess scrupulous in their 
religious observance. but in any 
case, they are unified in their con- 
cern about promoting religious is- 
sues. There have always been diver- 
gent views within the NRP. bur 
there has been unity in pushing for 
the implementation of religious 
values. 

“1 don't know if everyone would 
eat at everyone else's home.” he 
said, indicating that some party sup- 
porters would not be satisfied with 
the kashrut of their colleagues. “but 
they are all still in the family.” 

As an example of the concerns 
that unite them. he noted education 
and social welfare (Hammer had 
served as minister to both those ar- 
eas) as two fields that were taken far 
more seriously than his present min- 
isterial responsibility, religious af- 
fairs. When ἃ new neighbourhoad is 
built, there is no question about pro- 
viding schools and community cen- 
ae but synagogues are something 
else. 
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Moreover. in contrast to the ultra- 
Orthodox parties, which can depend 
on the votes of virtually all those 
thev represent, the NRP has a large 
“public” that votes for secular par- 
ties, in particular. he said. the Likud 
and Tehiya. But even those who 
vote for the latter parties know that 
the NRP is there to defend the prin- 
ciples of religious Zionism. It is oot 
just a question of gaining support 
for institutions but also a matter of 
ideology. he insisted. 


TRONICALLY., he added. in recent 
years the religious public has felt 
that its position was stronger. large- 
ly because of the struggle of the 
NRP. and thus they have felt that 
thev were able to vote for “secular” 
parties. 

As for the attempt presently un- 
derway to provide a “centrist” alter- 
native to the NRP, Hammer was 
sorry about the division and still 
hopeful that there could be some 
sort of unification. After all. he said. 
the new party had not yet formed a 
list for election to the Knesset. 

Perhaps the most visible expres- 
sion of this hope was the fact that 
Hammer was unwilling to say any- 
thing too critical of the organizers of 
the new list. He would only com- 
ment. with ἃ slight smile. that it was 
hard to set up ἃ new party. It was 
hard τὸ leave the “hothouse” of the 
yeshiva or the university. 

And even now. after the NRP had 
chosen what many would view as a 
strongly hawkish Knesset list. Ham- 
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along with Aharon Barak and sever- 
al other distinguished legal 
experts.” 

Since then, Shaki has taught at 
the Hebrew University and at Tel 
Aviv University. “I still give a two- 
hour seminar on family law. Even 
when 1 was a very busy deputy min- 
ister of education. in 1969-73 when 
Yigal Allon was minister of educa- 
tion, 1 insisted on continuing teach- 
ing. He had asked me to quit teach- 
ing. 1 refused.” Shaki incidentally 
praises the “excellent relations” he 
had with the former Palmah OC. “! 
feared to love and respect him. and 
1 praised him publicly. And some in 
the NRP then took me to task over 
this. He gave me several of his 
books. autographed.” 


HE SAYS he came to politics be- 
cause he was “destitute -- 1 had to 
earn money™ - and because he saw 
that it was a means through which 
he could “help people.” While a 
student. he worked in the office of a 
(NRP} transport minister, and at the 
same time became active as an NRP 
student leader. cumpaigning for 
more grants for poor students. “I 
saw that I was elected with ease [to 
the Union of Law Faculty Students]. 
that 1 could speak easily.” 

Shaki rode to national promi- 
nence on the back of his Greater 
Israel und settlements messuge in 
the late Sixties and early Seventies. 
That and "Who is a Jew got me 
into the Knesset.” recalls Shaki. He 
dds: “There were also a tot of dis- 
criminations at that time, poverty 
and underprivilege.” 

“Are you talking 
Sephardim?” 

“Na, | would also speak out on 
behulf of Druse who were discrimi- 
nated against. Arabs, as well. But. 
yes. there was a great deal of malnu- 
trition and poverty among. and dis- 
crimination against. Moroccan and 
Yemenite Jews.” 

Shaki initially defines the need for 
new settlements and Israel's right to 
the territories as “historical and reli- 
gious, and also legal.” 

When [ ask him what would hap- 
pen to Israel if the IDF was to with- 
draw from the territaries. he re- 
sponds with confidence. ‘‘Our 
security would be undermined. 
There would be perpetual infiltra- 
tions. much as there were before 
1967." Shaki refers to “those alufinr 
[generals] who say Israel can afford 
to give up the territories. I cannot 
believe that what they say is accu- 
rate. Sophisticated weaponry can- 
not make up for lack of strategic 
depth. It isn’t reasonable.” 

Shaki adds that were Israel to 
withdraw, “the Arabs would erase 
every trace of the Jewish past in the

. territories -- every graveyard, every 


cave. And our ability ta absorb new 
immigrants would be reduced. And 
perhaps a smal} percentage of Israe- 
lis would leave the country.” 
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mer was unwilling to agree that it 
was ἃ rightist party. 

The NRP was small, he said. and 
in any case did mot direct the coun- 
try's foreign policy. 

“It is hard to say if it wauld go to 
Ube right or to the left in the coming 
government.” he said. in contrast (ὦ 
others on the present list. such as 
Hanan Porat. who have said cate- 
porically that the NRP would not 
join forces with Labour. It was the

“A certain type of people.” 

“Would Israel cease to exist?” 

“I believe our security would be 
diminished,” 

Shaki believes that Israel must not 
sever the connection with “the land 
of our forefathers. Particularly in 
our cynical age. we must strengthen 
links with our roots. “Most of to- 
day's yordim.” he notes. “are secu- 
lar, and most new olim are religious. 
This means something.” 

“Many of the new olim are sup- 
porters of Rabbi Meir Kahane?” 

“Tam against Kahanism because I 
reject their [the movement's] style 
and the depth of their hatred to- 
wards the Arabs. Throughout my 
life, I have tried to distinguish be- 
tween the silent majority, which 
may not like us but will not neces- 
sarily rebel against us or want to 
murder us, and the very small mi- 
nority who purticipated in the inzi- 
fada. Those are like a bubble of 
soap. ephemeral and small." 

He speaks of the intifada in the 
past tense. “Rabin savs it’s over. | 
travel a lot in the areas. No one has 
ever thrown ἃ stone at me, even in 
the heart of Hebron. Arabs spoke to 
me there as if nothing has hap- 
pened. [am convinced that it was all 
because of a small bunch of inciters. 
The moment they were deported or 
arrested, it all died down.” 

Most people. he adds. “care 
about. and like, their place of 
work.” 


WHEN GOING after the leader- 
ship of the NRP last month, “many 
told me I was like ἃ Don Quixote. I 
had no machine. no money. But I 
won.” Shaki says that he represents 
the main trends in the party. 

“The doves, who have recently 
formed Meimad, say that they rep- 
resent the old. the traditional mod- 
erate way of the NRP? 

“Nonsense. That's a lie. Let them 
look at the party platforms in the 
two previous elections. There is not 
a word in them about territorial 
compromise. about withdrawal 
from the West Bank, Gaza or the 
Golan Heights. These are referred 
to, rather, as parts of the Land of 
Israel. 

“They simply cannot resign them- 
selves to a Sephardi heading the par- 
ty. But the truth is. I was elected 
also by a lot of Ashkenazi voters -- 85 
many Sephardi voters voted for Ze- 
vulun Hammer [the NRP leader 
Shaki defeated]. It just didn't divide 
that way. Let them look at them- 
selves in the mirror — and they will 
see a little racist, who is more dan- 
gerous, indeed, than Kahanism.” 

Shaki ended our interview with a 
call on the party doves to return to 
the fold. “Let them accept the ma- 
jority’s decision. The party can have 
various groups and internal debate 
between them. This is how it always 
was."

They are 
scared to come to Jerusalem or 
Bethlehem so they have cancelled 
their trips,” said Yossuf. “Unfortu- 
hately, we are not in the same posi- 
tion as other Israeli hotels which can 
offset some of their losses by open- 
ing their doors to local holidaymak- 
ers. We don’t have any local trade.” 
Tabar said they had applied to the 


most of the remaining staff to cut 
costs. The workforce has already 


have to improve because they can't 


paired and serviced. A local garage 
owner, who asked not to be named, 
said business had dropped by over 
30 per cent in the past few months. 
“I used to have a lot of Jewish 

clients who came from the North — 
Hatzor, Tiberias, Rosh Pina, Haifa 
— as well as nearby settlements. Af- 
ter the Peace Day strike, I noticed a 
big difference. One woman custom- 
er telephoned and said she was 

frightened to come to Nazareth and 
was even more worried about how 
she would get back,” he said. Sever- 
al workers had left to set up i 
businesses of their own or find jobs 
at garages in Jewish towns, such as 
Nahariya and Tiberias, he said, de- 
clining to give further details be- 
cause the situation was “too 
sensitive.” 

Aziz Kardoush, who owns a large 
bodyworks factory, was less reticent 
about the affects of the intifada on 
business. The well-known family 
firm, which employs 18 people, had 
counted among its clients Israelis 
(Jews and Arabs) and Palestinians. 
But since the beginning of the dis- 
turbances, orders have declined on 
the part of both sides. 

“We construct trailers for trucks 
of up to 39 tons, mainly used in the

building trade as crushers or for 
road construction,” said Kardoush. 
“Most of the people who work in 
these branches are from the territo- 
ries. Since the unrest, many have 
not been coming to Israel. Work has 
slowed down and consequently 
there is less demand for trucks, 
which in turn means less jobs for 
us,” he said. 

“Firms from the West Bank and 
Gaza, clients of ours for 20 years 
and always prompt payers of debts, 
are now in a position where they 
cannot pay. Some have actuaily 
asked me to try and sell the trailers I 
have made for them, even if it 
means a loss, because they are not 
working and have no means of 


paying. 

“We have not had any orders 
from customers in the territories in 
the past six months. Most of our 


work now is for Israeli clients (Jews, 
Arabs and Druse] who come to us 
from as far south as Eilat and as far 
north as the Golan Heights. 


“But Israeli firms are also feeling 


the pinch. There is less work in the j5 Nazareth, 


construction industry, while the 
fruitful trade that used to take place 
between Israel and the territories 
has stopped, which also means less 
work for lorry drivers and less work 
for us. Altogether, business is down 
by about 20 per cent, but I expect

Kardoush noted that while work 
had dropped, prices of metal and 
other raw materials had risen by as 
much as 30 per cent with merchants 
demanding payment in cash.

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Dov’s story 


Getting over the initial shock | 


FOR DOV, HIS recent stint in 

fis was the first time he 
had served in either the West 
Bank or Gaza as a soldier. A 
resident of the north, only once 
before in his life had he visited 
the territories ~ in an organized 
tour at the end of high school. 

Judea and Samaria had never 
interested bim personally, ‘and 
he feels estranged from those 
settlers who regard the territory 
as an indivisible part of the land 
of Israel. The whole area, he 
feels, should be conceded as part 
of an overall peace agreement — 
with the necessary border adjust- 
ments, of course. 

When Dov was called up, he 
had no idea he was going to the 
West Bank. At first, he and sev- 
eral others found themselves as- 
signed as reinforcements to a 
somewhat undersized infantry 
company. During their days of 
refresher training, no one, in- 
cluding the unit's commanders, 
seemed to know exactly where 
they were going to be sent. 

When word finally came that 
they were going to Dehaishe, 
Dov and the others were in 
shock. The place had been in the 
news enough for them to know 
something about it, yet not 
enough was known about De- 
haishe or their assignment there 
to dispel their growing 
apprehension. 

A few days after their arrival, 
the fear began to wear off, but 
not their confusion. 

“From the beginning it -was 
not clear what the ‘army wanted 
of us," Dov recounted. ‘There 
was no authoritative source who 
explained exactly what our as- 
signment was: to demonstrate a 
Presence, to act tough. to show 
restraint.” 

AS a result, he said, it was the 
unit's commanders who set the 
tone. 

“The commanders — the offi- 
cers and the NCOs— were mostly 
kibbutzniks, all about 30 years 
old. The company commander 
appeared to be relatively new to 
the unit, and didn’t exert a 
strong influence over the sol- 
diers. In the absence of clear or- 
ders from commanders in the 
area, he didn’t step in to deter- 
mine how we were to behave." 

The unit's soldiers, Dov said, 
most of whom were in their 20s 
and 30s, were not as eet 


his troops, Dov said, a 
they should do their utmost a 
survive their duty safely and re- 
tum home unharmed. 

THE UNIT'S daily routine con- 
sisted of long and exhausting pa- 
trols in the camp. The soldiers 


quickly learned the routine, .. 
which 


ich consisted of stone-throw- 

ing by small children during the 
day, families climbing on to the 
roofs of their houses in the after- 
noon, and occasionally more se- 
vere confrontations with older 
stone-throwers in the late 
afternoon. 

“We quickly learned to ignore 
stone-throwing by the small chil- 
dren.” said Dov. “Trying to deal 
with them was like being a nurs- 
ery school teacher.” 

Showdowns with the older 
youths were frequently very 
tense, he said, but by showing 


restraint most confrontations 
ended as a 

One of the most serious prob- 
lems the patrois had to deal with 
was preventing stone-throwing 
at passing cars. On occasion, 
stones would be thrown at cars 
carrying armed settlers. The set- 
tlers would frequently stop and 
fire in the air. 

“Our fight against the settlers 
and other agitators was at times 
as hard as our fight against the 
stone-throwers," Dov said. 

In confrontations with other 
setters, Dov went on, they indi- 
cated that the soldiers had πὸ 
authority over them. ‘‘They be- 
haved as if they were the bosses 
in the area and the soldiers’ secu- 
rity was of little consequence to 
them.” 

Contact with settlers, but of-a 
different kind, came every eve- 
ning at around 10 p.m. Residents 
of a nearby settlement, Dov was 
not sure which, would come by 
with sandwiches, cakes and 
drinks for the soldiers. 

Most of the soldiers were hap- 
py to be fed, while others didn’t 
want anything to do with the set- 
tlers and quietly refrained from 
accepting the refreshments. 
Dov, who accepted the settlers’ 


“offerings, said he was never quite‘ 


certain what their motives were. 
“Were they there for me, or to 


‘make some kind of political 
statement? The uncertainty left a . 


bad taste for some.” 


IN THE MIDDLE of Dov’s 
stint, the area commander~was 
replaced.

Most important, however, the 
new officer began to cut in on 
radio conversations, shouting at 
the soldiers to show no quarter, 
to react strongly to every stone.

‘The soldiers and commanders 
took an immediate dislike to the 
new officer, and fulfilled his in- 
structions half-heartedly,Dov 
said.

As for himself, Dov said once 
he caught on to the daily routine, 
he tried to rise above the situa- 
tion.

“What are you talking about, I said, this 
occupation will not last more than ἃ month or 
two.” And he answered: ‘mark my words, you'll 
bave to wait another 40 years!" He spoke 
passionately and his eyes gleamed like the eyes of 
a prophet. I thought then that he must be crazy but 
now I see the truth in what he said. All this talk 
about peace efforts, peace conference. peace 
initiative — peace here, peace there -- and nothing 
comes of it. We are still under occupation. 

“I started working as a house painter in Jewish 
houses in West Jerusalem. At the begining it was 
very strange. I did not know a word of Hebrew. 
Once a Jewish woman, the owner of the house, 
offered me a cup of coffee. I did not understand 
and ἃ young boy of 15 translated for me. 1 replied 
in Arabic and the boy told me to say ‘ken 
bevakasha’. | repeated it after him and those were 
the first Hebrew words I learnt. 

“The Jewish woman served us a funny drink 
that you call by mistake coffee. It was white, most 
of it milk, a funny taste, almost no sugar, in 2 
glass, not a cup. The young boy saw my 
embarassment and started laughing. “Drink it,” 
he said. ‘We have no choice here: that’s what they 
serve as coffee. They are different from us in 
many ways, you'll get used to it. 

“After 2] years I have got used to many of 
your habits and customs but not to your funny 
coffee - it is dreadful! 

“A few months later I decided to learn 
Hebrew. For more than six months I went to u/pan 
almost every afternoon. Afterwards, I may say. I 
was almost fluent.” 


Ὡ 1968, the government announced the 

expropriation of 116 dunams of land in the 

Jewish Quarter. The Burkan's που. ὁ was 

included within the expropriated zone. This 

marked a complete change in Mohammed 
Burkan’s life. Instead of leading ἃ quiet life as 2 
house painter he decided to fight for his and his 
family’s right to stay in their house in the Jewish 
Quarter. Without seeking it he became a symbol 
of Palestinian resistance to Israeli expropriation in 
East Jerusalem. 

Burkan started a long and tiring legal 
procedure, petitioning the district court and then 
the High Court of Justice against the 
expropriation order. His petitions were rejected, 

The execution of the expropriation order was 
stayed repeatedly throughout the legal procedings. 
The Jewish Quarter Restoration Company 
offered him both monetary compensation and 
alternative housing. But he refused. He wanted 
nothing but his house. 

Finding out about 2 lottery for apartments in 
the Jewish Quarter, he submitted his name, but 
was told he had not been allotted an apartment. 
When a second round was anounced, Burkan 
noticed that three apartments that he had been 
told had been won by others, were again up for 
jattery. 

He appealed to the High Court against the 
company once more, but the company decided at 
that stage that only army veterans and new 
immigrants (1.6. Jews) were eligible to take part in 
the lottery. His appeal was turned down. 

In 1976, after years of legal wrangling, he met 
a member of the Husseini family on a bus in East 
Jerusalem. The man told him that his family bad 
sold the house in the Jewish Quarter to the Burkan 
family. “The Israelis’ claim that the house was 
owned by Jews until 1936 is a big lie, he told him.

Armed with this new moet Mohammed 
Burkan appealed to the High Court of Justice once 
again t the company. But the court ruled 
agaiast him stating that he had not come to court 
witkeclean hands since he was, at the time, living 
in a‘pew house in Beit Hanina and not in his house 
in the Jewish Quarter. 
“T really made a stupid mistake and they 
caught me over a tiny detail.” Mohammed says. 
“By then, I had already moved to our new house 
in Beit Hanina because it was too crowded in the 
old house with my brothers and their children. It 
was land we had purchased in 1964. I was so eager 
to handle the petition to the court that I signed it 
myseff instead of letting my father sign it. He was 
living in the house then and he could have signed 
it.” 


n January 1977, the Burkan family was 
evicted. The house was surrounded by 
police, the family’s belongings were taken 
out, workers drilled a hole through the roof 
and the whole family moved to Beit 
Hanina. It was a sad moment for Mohammed. But 
he was one of a few people among the Arab 
residents of the Jewish Quarter who refused to

He was interviewed ᾿ 
several times on Israéii radio and TV. Certain 
Israeli officials claimed then that he was 
sponsored by the PLO and other hostile 
organizations. He had many Israel friends who 
tried to help him in his campaign, including — 
Professor Uzi Ornan of the Hebrew University 
and the late Gavriel Stern, a journalist on Al 
Hamishmar. 5 

But this story has no end. In 1980. after they 
had settling down in their new hous¢s in Beit 
Hanina, the government announced the 
expropriation of 4400 dunams of land in that area 
in order to connect French Hill to Neve Ya'acov. 
The Burkan houses are in the very centre of the

They promised me that they 
would leave the houses, but who knows when I 
will be evicted for the second time?” 

The five houses where the Burkan family and 
their neighbours live were located on a hill 
between Beit Hanina and the village of Hizma. 
Now it looks like an island, squeezed between the 
Israeli building projects of Pisgat Ze’ev. Most of 
the hill has been carved up by bulldozers for the 
roads to the new Israeli neighbourhood. 

“My only sin,” Mohammed says, “was that I 
wanted to stick to my old house in the Old City. 
They were wrong, ail the Israelis who claimed 
that 1 acted on behalf of the PLO. 1 am a simple 
man, not ἃ leader nor an activist. I was led by 
events. I did sot try to change reality, but maybe I 
was too naive in thinking that 1 could fight the 
Israeli government. When I was still living in the 
Jewish Quarter my children played with the 
Jewish children, our neighbours. There was 00 
hatred between them, they have learnt to know 
and respect each other. 1 really don’t understand 
why such things cannot continue now despite the 
animosity and the mutual fear. 


“Instead of encouraging this situation, the 
Israelis fought me bitterly. The truth is that even 
now I am not bitter and J can’t say that I hate any 
of you. Like any people you have good and bad 
among you. And during my odyssey I had the 
chance to meet both kinds. Just like my people. 
Do you think my former Arab neighbours helped 
me? Some of them told me: Jeave the whole thing, 
just forget about your house and say thank you 
for what they are offering you. 


“One of them was even afraid to be seen with 
me in case the Israelis accused him of being a PLO 
activist. He wanted the compensation money and 
was afraid that my struggle would hurt his chances 
of getting the money. While he wanted to take 
the money, the long Jegal procedure had cost me 
so much money, a huge sum, all from my own 
pocket. I had to work extra shifts at nights in order 
to get this money. But I do not complain, may 
God be praised. 


“So you see, life is not so sometimes but 
one has to overcome the difficulties. My doctor 
tells me that I should not, in any circumstance, 
B¢3,angry and lose my temper because as a result 


can one not lose bis temper when the same sad 
event repeats itself ~ driving me out of my house 
for the second time? 

“For the last 10 years 1 have been working for 
Kibbutz Ramat Rahel as a painter. During the 
last three months of intifada my two elder sons 
did not attend school since it was closed. So I took 
them to work with me in the kibbutz. There they 
met different Jews. Not the soldiers and the 
policemen they usually see during the 
demonstrations, We sit together in the dining 
room, the kibbutz members greet me, they come 
to chat about politics. It’s a different world 
altogether. And my sons (15 and 13) started 
understanding that it is not just black and white, 
Jews against Arabs, like they used to think 
before they came to work with me. They know by 
now that it is more complicated, and I hope that 
one day they‘ll understand that both people have 
to live side by side because we both have the 
right to live here, each in his own free state, not 
occupied by the other,” 

As I left the Burkan’s house late at night after 
many hours of listening to his story I asked him: 
“Why did you do it? Was it a matter of pride, or 
national reasons, sumud, sticking to one’s land 7" 

No, he answered. It was my house, it was my 
father’s house. How could I leave it without a 
struggle?

The Tora reading for this week is ed by the wretched character who 


Shiach (Numbers 13:1-15:41) 


IN THE midst of the grand events 
and the:turbulence involving the en- 


tire congregation in the wake of the- 


frustration caused by the “spies,” 
there comes a short narrative. It 
consists of five verses in all (Num- 
bers 15:32-36), beginning with: 


“Once, when the Israelites were in — 


the wilderness, they came upon a 
man gathering sticks on the Sabbath 
day.” 


‘What was so significant about a 
single act committed by one person, 
whose name is not even mentioned, 
that should deserve being immortal- 
ized in the Tora? 

One does not have to probe too 
hard to grasp the centrality of the 
Sabbath within the theological sys- 
tem and the life of Judaism. The 
ideas and principles of faith which 
the Sabbath represents are grandi- 
ose. They encompass the very cre- 
ation of the universe, freedom, the 
perfection of the world, etc. Yet, 


went about gathering wood, as 


though nothing at all had happened. 


According to rabbinic tradition, it 
was only the “second” Sabbath after 
the Israelites were told: “See that 


the Lord has given you the Sabbath” . 


(Exodus 16:29). Some figured out 
that the exact date of this particular 


Sabbath was the 22nd of lyar of the 


first year of Exodus (see Sifri Zuta,- 
Yalkut Shimoni and The Living To- 


rah by Aryeh Kaplan). 


“If Israel had kept only two Sab- 
baths -- cried out many generations 
later R. Simeon ὃ. Yohat (in the Znd 
century) - they would have been 
redeemed immediately!” (TB Sab- 
bath 118b). But, because of this un- 
named first Sabbath-breaker, they 
did not make it. Sometimes, all it 
takes to destroy the dream of re- 
demption of an entire people is but 
one cynic at the edge of the camp 
who remains indifferent and goes on 
gathering wood for his little private 
fire. 


be doing so on the Sabbath, but that 
it was done consicously and 
deliberately. 

The fact that his act of “gathering 
sticks” is stated twice (verses 32 and 
33) is further proof that he had been 
warned to refrain from what he was 
doing and that he was doing it 
nevertheless. 

Tt was not the last time that violat- 
ing the Sabbath in public tuned into 


a banner of rebellion against all of 


Judaism. This has happened many 
times in Jewish history and again 
only recently right here in the State 
of israel. We now are in an environ- 
ment torn between Sabbath stone- 
throwers and ideologically avowed 
Sabbath breakers. : 

The question still remains: What 
was it that motivated this sticks- 
gatherer to resort to such a flagrant- 
ly outrageous act? The answer given 
in some ancient sources is quite 
startling.

the “breaking™ of the Sabbath — its 
violation, or, as it is referred to in 
Hebrew: its “desecration” (hillul 
Shabbat) — occurs not in some fas- 
out, ostentatious acts, but in what 
seems so trivial, like “gathering 

As we shall see from the various 
rabbinic commentaries on the story, 
this unnamed Sabbath-breaker was 
not as innocent as he might appear 
at first, nor was the Sabbath which 
he desecrated just an ordinary 
Sabbath. 

The anonymous gentleman who 
was found “gathering sticks on the 
Sabbath day" was the first one to 
high-handedly “break” the Sab- 
bath, which the Israelites had just 
been given in an elating experience 
of a miracle within a miracle. That 
‘was when the manna which they re- 
ceived from heaven ceased on the 
Sabbath day after a double portion 
the previous day. 

Heaven and earth declared the 
Sabbath. Holiness filled the air. 
Noy, all this was violently desecrat- 
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1987,89 NIS 13.50 (NIS 
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THE STORY of the first Sabbath- 
breaker starts by pointing to the fact 
that it took place while the Israelites 
were in the wilderness. This was 
done, according to the Lutzker Rav 
(in his commentary Oznayirn ἰα- 
Tora) to stress the fact that this fla- 
grant Sabbath-breaker did not even 
really need the wood he was gather- 
ing. He did not desecrate the Sab- 
bath, as people do sometimes, be- 
cause of financial or other pressures. 
He did it “in the wilderness” where 
the Israelites had all their needs pro- 
vided for. The violation of the Sab- 
bath was thus committed for its own 
sake, as a sign of premeditated 
rebellion. 

That this was so is proven, acord- 
ing to the Or ha-Hayim (R. Hayim 
b. Attar, 1696-1743), from the Tora 
text: “When the Israelites were in 
the wilderness they discovered a 
man gathering sticks on the Sab- 
bath.” Why does it not say, as would 
be more logical, that “they discov- 
ered on the Sabbath a man gather- 
ing sticks"? This would emphasize 
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151 century sage Hillel) claims that 
the unnamed sticks gatherer did 
what he did “for the sake of heav- 
en” (Pshem shamayim). He loved 
the Sabbath so much that he was 
prepared to sacrifice his well-being, 
even his life, in order to demon- 
strate that a severe punishment 
awaited those who violated the 
Sabbath. 

The Tosafists (medieval Talmud 
commentators) add that it happened 
during the bleak time when the Isra- 
elites were told that they would all 
die out in the wilderness. They had 
to face the fact that no future what- 
soever was awaiting them. Under 
such circumstances, who needed the 
Sabbath with all of its glories? The 


“gatherer” decided to become a |. 


martyr and die so that the people of 
Israel -would know that no matter 
what life bad in store for them, they 
must never give up the precious di- 
vine gift which is the Sabbath.

IF, BY THE way, history teaches us 
anything. it is that the Diaspora has 
beckoned temptingly for 2,006 
years, To return to the first century 
and the situation before the revolu- 
tion against Rome: 

According to the U.S. historian 
Solomon Grayzel (and given the dif- 
ficulty of dealing in such “‘facts"), 
only 2.5 million Jews were living in 
the Land of Israel at the time, out of 
an estimated total world Jewish pop- 
ulation of about eight million. This 
means that 6.5 million were already 
elsewhere -- a million in Parthia 
(Babylon), another million in Syria 
and Asia Minor; another million en- 
joying life in Alexandria; and many 
more still further afield in North 
Africa, Italy, Gaul, and Spain. 

One fact is certain. In less than a 
year, Lag ba’Omer will again roll 
around. One hopes that the inevita- 
ble discussions on the revolts against 
Rome will not by then have more 
cause for tension than they did last 
month.

Some thoughts 
on civil liberties 


SOMETHING HAS changed in the 
atmosphere surrounding the discus- 
sion of civil liberties in Israel. Prof. 
Alan Dershowitz, the Harvard law 
professor, may be right in saying 
that Israel's measures in the territo- 
ties are no worse than those of other 
States faced with acute security 
threats. The troublesome question 
is how much is changing in the realm 
of basic values. This is a change 
which will be with us even when (or 
if) relative tranquillity is restored. 

The movement for independence 
of new states, including Israel. has 
historically been marked by a join- 
ing of the fight for national freedom 
witb the struggle against the oppres- 
sive measures of the foreign ruler. 

Typically, after the acheivement 
of independence, the weakness of 
new nations has led to a divorce 
between these twin goals, and reli- 
ance against internal foes on the 
very measures used by the former 
alien regime. 


IN ISRAEL, this was also true, but 
only at the margins. While Israef 
was the only new nation emerging 
from the dissolution of the former 
colonial empires after the Second 
World War which did not adopt a 
written constitution, it was also 
unique in the generally high degree 
of support that basic human rights 
enjoyed. 

ile the pre-independence re- 
strictions on political liberties re- 
mained on the books, they came to - 
be viewed increasingly as second- 
class laws, external to the nation's 
legal system. Resort to them by the 
authorities was at best in dubious 
taste. Some of their more draconic 
features were eliminated or tem- 
pered by judicial interpretation. 

A decade ago, even the proposal 
to adopt a new Hebrew translation 
of the mandatory Press Ordinance, 
providing for the licensing of news- 
papers and permitting the minister 
of the interior to suspend publica- 
tion of a newspaper by administra- 
tive order, was blocked on the 
grounds that it tended to confer le- 
gitimacy and a sense of permanence 
on a restriction of a basic liberty that 
had no piace in the country's legal 
System. 


THE CHANGE that the Palestinian 
uprising has wrought is that the tem- 
porary appears to have acquired an 
air of permanence; the alien has 
been absorbed in the loca] land- 
scape; and the barrier against the 
use of repressive measures posed by 
sensitive elite opinion-makers has 
either declined or Jost its potency. 

At the same time as deportation 
was abolished in Israel proper, ad- 
ministrative detention was domesti- 
cated into the state's legal system. 
Under the new law, only the minis- 
ter of defence, a representative of 
civil authority, rather than an army 
officer, could issue a detention or- 
der, and the detention was made 
subject to automatic judicial scruti-

The continued administrative de- 
tention of Israeli Arab radical Jead- 
ers receives cursory attention in the 
media, It should concern civil liber- 
tarians more than the mass deten- 
tions in the territories, which, one 
trusts, is a phenomenon truly mar- 
ginal to Israel's legal system. 


THE CLOSURE of the communist 
Arab newspaper, Al-Irtihad, on the 
eve of Land Day, passed without a 
court test. Will this use of adminis- 
trative curtailment of press freedom 
became a seasonal phenomenon, 
depending on the current political 
temperature? ὦ 

If so, then much that seemed 
firmly secured since Justice Agran- 
at's 1953 decision in the famous Kol 
Ha’Am case, in which Al-Inihad was 


also involved, is once again in 


jeopardy. 

The High Court of Justice has 
ruled that the authority to revoke a 
newspaper's licence under the 
Emergency Regulations is indepen- 
dent of the minister of interior’s 
powers under the Press Ordinance. 

The Emergency Regulations have 
been used in Jerusalem, and not 
only against Arab-language newspa- 
pers. Belonging to a terrorist organi- 
zation, as alleged in the Derech 
Hanitzotz affair, is a serious matter 
(although why it was necessary to 
deny a right so fundamental as the 
right to consult with counsel re- 
quires explanation). 

The suspension of publication of a 
newspaper by administrative action, 
however, is always suspect, particu- 
larly when there appears to be no 
allegation of security offences on the 
part of the newspaper itself. 

Meron Benvenisti has argued that 
the intifada has returned the Arab- 
Israel dispute to the communal war 
of mandatory days. 

The use of the old mandatory le- 
gal weapons seems to confirm this 
view. The change on the civil liber- 
ties’ front is a function of the return 
of the conflict ot its point of 
departure.

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The meanings of Algiers 


IT IS a puzzlement, the avidity with which the leaders of 
Israel's two major parties, Yitzhak Shamir and Shimon Peres, 
hasten to interpret the periodic meetings of Arab heads-of- 
state as representing victories for their own policies. 

The summit that wound up in Algiers last night was called to 
celebrate the six-month old intifada in the territories - and to 
reaffirm all-Arab recognition of Yasser Arafat's PLO as the 
sole legitimate representative of the Palestinian people. It was 


in essence to show the Arabs closing ranks on the one and only. 


issue that always unites them, which is Israel. The charting of 
new high policy was not planned, and the absence from the 
agenda of even the proposal for an international peace confer- 
ence was easily, if somewhat disingenuously, explained on the 
ground that Israel’s premier had already killed the idea. 

The one practical, but officially unadmitted, purpose was to 
commit the Arab states to providing Arafat with much larger 
funds than he had previously been receiving to stoke the fires 
of the uprising. 

It was not, however, the possible impact of the Arab summit 
on the progress of the uprising that engaged the attention of 
Mr. Shamir and Mr. Peres. Their own concern was with the 
effect the summit might, or would, have on the prospects for a 
negotiated peace under an international-conference umbreila. 
The text they principally set out to explicate was King Hus- 
sein’s message to fellow Arab monarchs and presidents assem- 
bled in Algiers. 

What King Hussein in effect said was that, despite Jordan’s 
historic association with the West Bank and its people, and his 
own preference for a two-bank confederation rather than an 
independent PLO state, and his conviction that the demand 
for Palestinian separatism could doom the hope of an interna- 
tional conference and of peace, he would bow to the collective 
wisdom of the Arab rulers if they chose to spike the Jordanian 
option in favour of the PLO’s. 

Currently based in New York, Mr. Shamir, taking notice 
only of the latter part of the king’s message, was nothing if not 
jubilant in reacting to it. To him it spelled the final, irrevocable 
end of the Jordanian option, and therefore a body blow to the 
detested Shultz plan. Mr. Peres, tuning in only on the first 
part, promptly concluded that the king had neither disengaged 
himself from the West Bank nor rejected the conference idea, 
and that the Jordanian option was still alive and kicking. 

As a result, the premier and the foreign minister turned out 
to be more accurate in reading the minds of their respective 
Israeli constituencies than of the Algiers summiters. 

King Hussein, it is true, has not finally yielded primacy west 
of the Jordan to Arafat. He keeps walking a tightrope between 
the desired and the possible, protesting his support of the 
uprising he fears and his readiness to abide by the Arab 
consensus, even while warning of the dire consequences of the 


folly on which that consensus rests. He may have stayed with’ 


last year’s London Agreement had it represented Israel’s 
settled policy and not, as it proved to be, sood only for half a 
government. But so long as Israel's position, as dictated by the 
leader of the Likud, is no conference, and no withdrawal, the 
Jordanian option can only be kept from dying by being stuffed 
into a freezer. 

The Algiers summit has indeed delivered at least a technical 
knockout to the peace hopes of King Hussein and Mr. Peres, 
and it may be counted a victory for the rejectionism of Mr. 
Shamir and his like-minded Arabs. At the same time, howev- 
er, it has made a hash of Mr. Shamir’s strategy of using the 
idea of a Palestinian autonomy as a legitimizing cover for the 
Likud's annexationist programme. For there can be no auton- 
ony even remotely resembling the Camp David model with- 
out active Jordanian participation.

“My view is that Israel will finally 
accept the convening of the confer- 
ence,” he told reporters. “I know 
that in Israel itself there are many in 
favour of such a conference.” 

Shamir said that Shevardnadze 
had restated Soviet support for the 
PLO and for the basic principle of 
Palestinian self-determination. She- 
vardnadze pointedly did not speak 
of an independent Palestinian state. 

Still, despite these continuing dif- 
ferences. Shamir insisted that the 
overall dialogue between the two 
countries was improving and that 
the relationship would eventually be 
restored. “There has been a certain 
change,” Shamir said. “There is a 
desire to reach an understanding 
with us.” 

The prime minister said that She- 
vardnadze was receptive to Israel's 
efforts to channel Soviet Jewish emi- 
grants to Israel through Romania. 
But Shamir also quoted the Soviet 
minister as saying that the Soviet 
Union did not really care where the 
emigrants went. " 

He said he had also pressed the 
Soviets to permit Jews remaining in 
the Soviet Union to practice their 
religion more freely. According to 
the prime minister, Shevardnadze 
replied that one problem facing the 
Jewish community in the Soviet 
Union was the fact that it was spread 
out around the country, and not 
concentrated in one autonomous 
region. 

Shamir, in reply, insisted that that 
was exactly why Israel was anxious 
to see the Jews return to their histor- 
ie homeland where they would be 


their religion freely. 

Shevardnadze insisted that the 
dramatic domestic refo ms currently 
being made in the Soviet Union 
would eventually have far-reaching 
results in improving the overall situ- 
ation inside the country. “‘As a re- 
sult, the desire to leave will be re- 
duced,” Shamir quoted 
Shevardnadze as having said. 

The prime minister said that he 
had pointed out to Shevardnadze 
that the Soviet Union was among 
the first to recognize Israel’s inde- 
pendence 40 years ago and that it 
had even supplied arms — through 
Czechoslovakia -- to Israel during 


the War of Independence. “These .

get,” Shamir said, adding that Israel 
would very much like “‘to return to 
this atmosphere of 40 years ago.”

with the one he had with thea-Soviet 
foreign minister Andrei Gromyko 
four years ago, Shamir maintained 
that the entire atmosphere had 
changed.

ISRAEL has never been known for 
its ability to convert brilliant battle- 
field successes into political-diplo- 
matic gains.

CANADA’S HISTORY OF ANTI-SEMITISM 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, -- Since Henry H. Weinberg 
(“Unease among Canadian Jews” — 
May 20) is a history professor at the 
University of Toronto, he must 
know the sad history of Canadian 
Jewry and anti-Semitism in that 
country. His article must be disin- 
genuous, because he seems sur- 
prised that the Canadian Foreign 
Secretary Joe Clark would deliver 
an anti-Israel diatribe at a national 
meeting of Canadian Jewish big- 
wigs, and Canada’s largest-selling 
newspaper, The Toronto Star, 
would follow this with editorial on 
the bogeyman of dual loyalty afflict- 
ing Canada’s Jews. 


Canada in the 1940s was a very” 


anti-Semitic country. Not only were 
Jewish refugees from Nazism unwel- 
come when German immigrants 
were eagerly sought, the Catholic 
establishment in Quebec and the 
Presbyterian establishment else- 
where were extremely hostile to 
Jews unless they were very rich. 
Middle-class and poor Jews felt the 
bitter brunt of continual anti-Semi- 
tism and religious discrimination, 


exacerbated by the Jew-bashing 
propensities of the large Ukrainian 
community. 

Growing up in Winnipeg, Cana- 
da, in the "40s, I was beaten up by 
Ukrainian gangs on the way home 
from school, and when I got to col- 
lege, I was deprived of a scholarship 
one year because the chairman of 
the board of trustees was annoyed 
that Jews were winning so mi 
scholarships. (The head of the col- 
lege who shamefacedly told me this 
was ἃ Presbyterian minister who was 
a learned authority on the Hebrew 
Prophets.)
